Darkness is fc necessity with 
thorn, bnt ignorance, born in tbe black- 
est darkness is not even scotched by tbe 
light of knowledge but prances and pir- 
ouettes ID tbe most impudent way where 
it is known for what U really is, 


Perhaps literature te not dead yet. 


Lot us hope, that Joseph Hatton is 
wrong. Jgnoracce has no fue like litera- 
ture and. not 'until the latter has not 
only scotched but killed ignorance will 
i(s work be done aod a new era be 
ushered in; one in wblch we will cher- 
ish as we.should a fair croportUu of 
the books that have b*en written, but 
wheif.no one will ever think of such • 
tliirig an. writing a new 'book.

Iu •.communication, John O Maule, 


on behalf of himself and some of his

now that the opportunity presented itself. 


Mr Wiight (till demurred and insisted 


that the wharf be leased at ten dollars 
per year. Upon n yea and nay vote there 
were but two 'noes" agalnat giving the 
free use of the wharf.
